Desert Plants. 

Plants of the desert, as a rule, pos- 
sess few leaves, the cactus, for in- 
stance, being mostly spines. There is 
a very good reason for the lack of 
leaves in desert plants. The object is 
to check the transferation of moisture 
by offering as small a surface as pos- | 
sible to the dry air. For the same rea- 
son the roots of desert plants usually 
run deep into the soil so that they can 
suck up all the available moisture. In 
some instances the leaves assume a | 
vertical position and thus avoid the | 
direct rays of the burning desert sun. 
On the other hand, the leaves of trees 
in very wet countries are provided | 
with points—such as the maple—from 
which the rain drops off. Were the 
leaves flatter the rain would collect 
and make them rot.
